Money Set Aside Annually To; 


Cover Use of Equip- 
ment 





Depreciation of the city’s auto- 
mobiles, trucks and other equip- 
ment is an item in the annual ex- 
penditures, according to the fig-| 
ures given in the new city budget. 
The depreciation account is given 
under the “miscellaneous” heading 
in the budget Total of the mis- 
cellaneous expenditures is $3,020 

Depreciation and cost of oper- 


ating the equipment make up 
$2,120 of this total. A fund to pay 
for extra help during vacations 


and for work on holidays totaling 
$900 makes up the total of miscel- 
laneous expenditures. 

By setting aside money in a de- 


builds up a reserve for the pur- 
chase of new equipment when 
needed. 

Depreciation is figured on most 
of the city’s equipment and the 
$2,120 does not represent the total 


of the depreciation account, but 
only the amount under the “mis- 
cellaneous” heading. 


Sum of $5,437 will be spent dur- 
ing the year in mainttnance of 
the city’s parks, Euclid avenue 
parkway and trees. This figure 
includes cost of water and general 
care, This sum is divided between 
the various parks as follows: 

D street park, $180; tree main- 


tenance, $1,425; Euclid avenue 
parkway, $2,875; San Antonio 
park, $315; Euclid avenue park- 


ing, $152; Pacific Electric right- 
of-way, water, $85, and grounds 
occupied by the Boy Scouts and 
Girl Scouts on Third avenue,

Mexico’s Predicament 


Almost four months have passed since President Cardenas 
of Mexico and his labor associates seized the properties of sev- 
enteen foreign oil companies. To date, the story is one of de- 
creased production, lowered refinery runs. lessened employ- 
ment, wage reductions, inferior products and near eeonomie 
collapse. 

Creat Britain has withdrawn her ambassador after issuing 
a flat demand that the properties of the British companies be 
returned. The United States has sent a note acknowledging 
Mexico's right to expropriate foreign properties, provided she 
was prepared to pay their just value in good money. Without 
credit, Mexican bonds would not be acceptable. 

The peso, worth 28e when expropriation occurred, is now 
down to 20¢. The substantial payments of taxes by the for- 
eign companies have ceased. The number of jobs has been 
diminished and the cost of living has taken a violent jump. 
The status of 18,000 workers is lower than it was before the 
expropriation. 

If these matters concerned only the oil companies and the 
Mexican people they would not disturb the average citizen of 
the United States. Unfortunately, part of the costs of Mex- 
ico’s action falls on us. There are some 300,000 investors in 
the United States who are the real owners -through their ecom- 
panies—of the oil properties. They have a right to demand 
that Mexico return the properties or buy them at their just 
value. There are a larger number of citizens engaged in the 
production and manufacture of products going into the export 
business, who are likewise losers. Unable to sell the seized oil 
in the United States, Mexico has been trading it to foreign 
countries for equipment and supplies formerly bought in this 
country. The biggest purchaser to date has been Germany. 

Our State Department has followed a policy of kindly pa- 
tience. This has apparently been misunderstood by the Mexi- 
cans as tacit approval of their action. It seems to be time for 
the State Department to take further action in such a manner 
as to be understandable to the Mexican government.

A recent survey among those on relief will appear quite 
significant to persons interested in knowing whether the next 
Congress will be controlled by President Roosevelt or be anti- 
New Deal. Throughout the nation men and women of voting 
age who are either on the dole or supported by WPA projects 
are for Roosevelt. Reliefers are for him so overwhelmingly 
that insofar as those Uncle Sam is feeding that Uncle Sam to 
them will continue to be Franklin D. Roosevelt for four more 
years. An institution which makes a business of surveying 
cross-section of public opinion and relaying it to the nation, 
asked reliefers in all parts of the country: ‘Do you think re- 
lief assistance would be harder or easier to get if we had a 
Kepublican President?’’ Nearly half of those asked were un- 
certain—but of those who did write their opinions 89 per cent 
were of the opinion it would be harder under a Republican 
regime. Another important fact developed by the survey was 
that 84 per cent of those now on relief are for Mr. Roosevelt 
and will vote for those candidates for Congress and the Sen- 
ate whom he favors. So at present there seems to be no doubt 
that if those on relief carry the balance of power at the next 
election the country will have another four years of what it 
has been going through for some years past. Is that what the 
people of this nation want?

It is disclosed that the U. S, Treasury will ask Congress to 
remove future federal, state and municipal bonds from the tax 
exempt class, also to extend the income tax to federal employes! 
and to permit states to tax federal bonds and incomes of fed- 
eral employes within their border. That’s the sensible thing 
to do—we could never understand why such bonds and such 
employes should be tax exempt. Most federal employes get 
greater pay than a majority of persons in regular employment. 
Undoubtedly the new rule will suit most business men. as such 
taxation should help them to raise capital. Under the present 
rule of non-taxable government bonds, if a retired business 
man has $1,000,000 to invest and he puts it in government 
bonds bearing three per cent interest his annual return would 
be $30,000—upon which no tax would be levied. In order 4 
give him a similar net return private business would have to 
offer him at least ten per cent on his money—or $100,000 a 
year. This is true because after he had paid approximately 
$67,500 federal and state income tax on the $1,000,000 his net 
income would be whittled down to $32,500. hus it is quite 
obvious that men of wealth at present are not anxious to risk| 
their money in private business—in many instanees—when they 
can get the same net return by investing it in relatively safe| 
government bonds.

| Gardenia Veitchi does its best | 
; when given almost complete shade. 
| The Iccation should be chosen care- | 
|fully and in case the soil is not 
|sandy, proper driinage should 
| provided. A three to six inch 
jlaver of coarse gravel or broken 
| pots is sufficient. On top of the| 
| drainage put a thick layer of moist | 
| peat moss. After placing the 
| plant in position, apply a generous 
supply of peat moss on all sides 
of the plant and: the job is com- 
plete. 
STOP DROPPING BUDS 


A common complaint with the 
Veitchi Cardenia is the dropping 
of buds. If your plant is already | 
growing in the garden the follow- | 
ing treatment will be beneficial: 
At a point about nine to 12 inches 
from the center of the plant dig} 
a trench at least six inches wide 
all the way around the plant. 
Make the trench about 12 inches 
deep. Cut off any roots which 
extend to the trench. Now fill the 
trench with the moist peat moss. 
This may seem like an odd treat- 
ment, but it provides the plant 
with the acid soil so necessary 
and will improve its condition 
greatly. 

Gardenia Mystery is not nearly 
so fussy. It may be planted in 
full sun, part shade or dense 
shade. It likes good drainage, too, 
but the soil you put underneath 
and around the plant should be a 
mixture of peat and soil. 


FERTILIZING 


Applications of fertilizer about 
every six weeks through the grow- 
Ing season is recommended. Any 
good acid reacting fertilizer is 
good. Cottonseed meal and alum- 
inum sulphate are favored by 
many growers. There is no dan- 
ger of burning the plant with cot- 
tonseed meal, but if aluminum sul- 
phate is used apply it in small 
quantities, 

Keeping the soil evenly moist is 
best for these plants. Water well, 
but do not allow them to become 
too dry before watering them 
again,
